MEETING  OF  DECEMBER  7th 

The  water  in  the  Charles  River  basin  has  just  reached  its 
permanent  level,  and  "The  Charles  River  Basin  Improvements** 
has  been  selected  as  a  timely  topic  for  this  date.  Mr.  Hiram  A. 
Miller,  chief  engineer  of  the  Charles  River  Basin  Commission, 
will  describe  the  engineering  problems  presented  and  how  they 
were  met,  and  Mr.  William  S.  Youngman,  secretary  of  the  Com- 
mission, will  tell  of  the  beneficial  results  of  this  great  under- 
taking. Both  gentlemen  are  entertaining  speakers,  and  the  de- 
scriptions will  be  illustrated  by  many  lantern  slides.

Dr.  Bell  will 
present  the  most  advanced  practice  in  lighting  methods  and 
apparatus,  covering  all  conditions  of  indoor  and  outdoor  service, 
from  a  practical  and  aesthetic  standpoint.  His  address  will  be 
freely  illustrated  by  lantern  slides  and  many  forms  of  apparatus.

MEETING  OF  JANUARY  13th 

The  Research  Laboratory  of  Applied  Chemistry  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  W.  H.  \N  alker, 
has  been  engaged  in  some  far-reaching  investigations  on  the 
conditions  affecting  the  corrosion  of  metals.  Dr.  W  alker  is  col- 
lecting data  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  industrial  world, 
and  he  has  selected  for  his  subject  "The  Corrosion  of  Iron  and 


Methods  of  Preventing  It."  This  presentation,  which  is  based 
on  some  recent  important  developments  of  the  investigation, 
will  undoubtedly  have  much  utilitarian  value,  and  will  be  of  in- 
terest to  laymen,  manufacturers,  and  engineers.  The  lecture  will 
be  illustrated  by  experiments.     Huntington  Hall,  at  8  o'clock. 

MEETING  OF  JANUARY  28th 
One  of  the  most  original  experts  in  the  electrical  profession 
in  America  is  Dr.  Charles  P.  Steinmetz,  who  is  engaged  in 
conducting  research  work  for  the  General  Electric  Company, 
and  who  is  also  at  the  head  of  the  Electrical  Engineering 
Department  at  Union  University,  Schenectady,  N.Y.  Dr. 
Steinmetz  will  talk  on  **The  Future  of  Electricity,"  and  we  may 
expect  a  glimpse  of  absorbing  interest  at  the  spectacular  changes 
in  human  affairs  which  electricity  may  bring  about  in  the  future.

COMING  EVENTS 


Some  of  the  lectures  that  will  come  after  February  i  are  given 
below.     Definite  dates  will  be  announced  two  weeks  in  advance. 

On  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Charles  Darwin  there  will 
be  a  Memorial  Meeting  in  Huntington  Hall.  The  Society 
will  be  addressed  by  eminent  scientists,  and  the  present-day 
aspect  of  the  origin  of  the  species  will  be  discussed. 

The  development  of  the  gas  engine  has  been  so  rapid  that 
an  estimate  of  its  relation  to  other  prime  movers  by  a  recognized 
authority  will  be  welcome.  Professor  Charles  E.  Lucke,  at 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering,  Co- 
lumbia University,  will  make  this  his  subject  in  a  non-technical 
address  which  will  cover  the  whole  field. 

Professor  Robert  S.  Woodward,  President  of  the  Carnegie 
Institution,  has  kindly  consented  to  address  the  Society  on  the 
**  Larger  Research  Problems  of  the  Carnegie  Institution." 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  Professor  George  E.  Hale,  Di- 
rector of  the  Mt.  Wilson  Solar  Observatory  of  the  Carnegie  In- 
stitution, Pasadena,  California,  will  address  the  Society,  prob- 
ably some  time  in  April,  on  **  Recent  .Advances  in  Astro-Physics."
